On the 
contrary it was contended, in unison with the opinions of all the 
ablest writers on economical subjects, that there is scarcely a more 
unobjectionable tax than that levied on house property.

The reduction of one-half of the duties now charged on foreign 
timber :—that is, from 20s a load on sawn timber, to 10s, and from 
15s a load on hewn timber, to 7s 6d. 

The proposal with regard to the Window Tax as it first stood 
was this:—The Window Tax was to be entirely repealed. In 
lieu of it a House Duty was to be imposed, on all houses of an 
annual value of more than 20/. This duty was to be fixed with 
regard to existing houses at asum equal to two-thirds of the 
amount of the Window Duty which they now pay. On new | 
houses, where the object was to induce the use of a greater | 
number of windows, of course no such principle could apply. On 
such it was proposed to lay a uniform duty of one shilling in the | 
pound. But an obvious imperfection attended this proposal ; viz., 
in the inequality which would be found to exist between old and 
new houses, to say nothing of its perpetuating all the existing 
inequalities of the Window Tax. And what was more objection- | 
able was, that the inequality thus established would not be modi- 
fied or removed by time. On the contrary, the more new houses 
were built, the more aggravated would the inequality become. | 
The amount of the Window Duty repealed is 1,850,000. The 
amount which it was expected to raise from a House Duty so | 
levied was 1,150,000/, thus sacrificing 700,000/ in the change. 

The anomalies and imperfections anticipated from the plan 
which we have first described, have been met by the new proposal 
of the Chancellor ef the Exchequer. A uniform duty is to be | 
placed on all houses, old and new alike, at the rate of 9d in the 
pound on dwelling-houses, and of 6d on houses used as shops, inns, | 
taverns, and other similar descriptions of business, and including 
all farm houses. The old house duty which was repealed in 1835, 
was at the rate of 1s 6d in the pound on houses of rentals from 
52 to 201; of 2s 3d on those from 207 to 402; and of 2s 10d on 
houses upwards of 407. But a uniform duty at so low a rate as is now 


| proposed, with an exemption of all houses under 20/, will lead to 


a much larger reduction of revenue than was contemplated in 
According to this proposal, the amount which 
a House Duty will yield will be about 700,000/, thus making the 
remission no less than 1,150,0002. But one great recom- | 
mendation of this proposal is, that for the future the tax on 
houses will be charged in relation to their value, thus getting rid

The result this arrangement will be, that of the whole 
number of 3,500,000 inhabited houses in Great Britain, no fewer 
than 3,100,000 will be entirely exempt from any tax, while 
only 400,000 of the best class will be subject to the small uni- | 
form duty now proposed.

LORD STANLEY AT MERCHANT TAILORS’ HALL. | 
DESPONDENCY AND ITS ANTIDOTE. 
Lorp STaNnLey gives a deplorable picture of the state of the 
country. It is well that we have some antidote to such gloomy | 
pictures in the more authentic and official shape of the Trade and 
Navigation Returns, which we publish this day, brought down | 
to the Sth ult. His Lordship indulges in the following strain :— 
Why, if there is one branch of commerce, one trade, whi has enjoyed a } 
monopoly of Goverument favour, to which all other trades have been sacrificed, 
to which ah spaced it is that most import- 
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1850 the consumption of cotton, the amount of cotton taken into consumption, 
and to the foreign market, falls ehort of the amount of consumption in the year 
1846 by 100,000 bales, or 40,000,000 lb, or, to give a better idea of the amount, 
by what would be equivalent to 200,000,000 yards of calico. But the most formida- 
ble feature in this case—and I believe if the matter were traced out it would be 
found equally the same with regard to other trades—is that in the cotton trade 
we shall find thatthe great increase of the foreign trade has been at least 
| equalled, if not exceeded, by the diminution of the consuming power at home, 
¢ | consequent upon the diminutiou of capital. 
| This announcement stands out in more prominent reliefin Lord 
Stanley’s speech, because it is one of the very few things com- 
municated throughout his eloquent address which leaves a definite 
| impression behind it.

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were asked what they remembered of it, either as to Lord Stan-

| But in the first place, is his Lordship correct? He is intimately 
| connected with Liverpool, so much so, that we may naturally 
| infer that he has good sources of information. But let us see. 
The quantity of cotton retained for home consumption in 1846 was 
|| 1,559,267 bales, and in 1850, 1,513,007 bales, making a reduction 
| in the latter year of 46,260 bales, and not of 100,000 bales, as 
| stated by Lord Stanley. The reduction is therefore less than one- 
| half of that stated at Merchant Tailors’ Hall. But even though 
| it had been 100,000 bales, what would it prove? Lord Stanley 
| does not expect that England can consume cotton that is not pro- 
duced. Now, what are the facts relative to the two periods? The 
| year 1846 followed immediately after two very large and abundant 
| cotton crops. At the commencement of that year the stock in the 
\ United Kingdom was 1,055,270 bales, and the price of Georgia 
| cotton was from 34d to 5d alb, and continued very low during 





\ the greater part of the year. On the contrary, so insufficient had 
| been the supply in proportion to the demand for three years prior 
to 1850, that the stock at the beginning of the year was only 
558,390 bags, little more than a half of that at the commence- 
ment of i846, and the price was for the same cotton as we have 
| already quoted, from 5d to 63d the Ib; and continued rising even 
| above that price during the whole year, until it was from 7d to 83d 
the lb; nevertheless, at these very high prices, the consumption 
of the year was larger than the supplies by 37,270 bales, as the 
stock was reduced on the 51st of December to 521,120 bales. 
|| If Lord Stanley will inquire at some of his friends in Lanca- 
shire how they account for so large a consumption of cotton in 
1850, notwithstanding the high price, he will be told, as we have 
been, that the enlargement of our markets, consequent on Free 
| Trade, can alone explain so unlooked-for a fact. 
| ‘Those, however, who tarn from the speeches of Merchant Tailors’ 
Hall to the Trade and Navigation accounts for the first two months 
of the year, will find some relief from the gloomy apprehensions 
| which the former are calculated to produce.

The house went into committee, a reso- 
lution was adopted in favour of removing the disabilities, and a 
bill ordered to be brought in to give effect to the resolution. The 

| first step in the proper direction having thus been vigorously taken, 
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we may expect that every other will follow in [due course, and 
that at length, before the end of this session, we shall see the 
Jews admitted to sit iu Parliament. 

Though we admit that the obstructives only perform a duty, we 
can but admire their courage and devotedness. Snuecessive 
defeats never dishearten them. They stick to their object with 
the pertinacity of instinct, and hold fast while there is any hope 
to hold by. Experience never alters their views. As their pre- 
decessors were defeated in opposing the Dissenters, the Catholics, 
reform of Parliament, extending the freedom of the Press, so they 
are defeated in giving freedom to trade and equal rights to the 
Jews. So they will, of course, on all such questions be in the end 
always defeated.

Whatever may be 
the state of subjection in which man lives to the material world, to 
his own passions, or to his Creator, in relation to legislation his 
natural condition is one of absolute and perfect freedom. He 
feels and knows legislation and government only as irksome 
present restraints, whatever remote and permanent advantages 
they promise. It will be extremely dangerous, therefore, should 
an opinion be formed that the House of Commons is not in 
earnest; that its meetings are mere assemblages for amusement,

THE TARIFF.—UNITED STATES. 

THe most interesting question raised by the last intelligenee 
received from the United States, is the bearing of a new Act of 
Congress for amending the law concerning the appraisement of 
commodities imported from abroad. As the mode in which this 
is done influences the rate of duties, such an act may virtually 
effect a considerable alteration in the tariff, and under this aspect 
the new law has occasioned some keen discussion. We print it 
at length :-— 

An Act to amend the Act regulating the Appraisement of Imported Merchandise, 

and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representat! ves of the United States 
of America in congress assembled, That in all cases where there is or shall be 
imposed any ad valorem rate of duty on any goods, wares, or merchandise im-

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That there shall be appointed by the 
President of the United States, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, 


four appraisers of merchandise, to be allowed an annual ealary each of two |) 


thousand five hundred dollare, together with their actua! travelling expenses, 





to be regulated by the Secretary ofthe Treasury, who shallbe employed in 
visiting such ports of entry in the United States, under the direction of the suit |

shall at such ports afford such aid and assistance in the appraixement of mer- 
chandi-e thereat as may be deemed necessary by the Secretary of the Treasury 
to protect and ensure uniformity in the colleotion of revenue from customs; and 


wherever practicable, in cases of appeal from the decision of the Uuired States | 


appraiser, under the provisions of the seventeenth section of the tariff act of 
thirtieth of August, eighteen hundred and forty-two, the collector shall select 
one discreet and experienced merchant, to be associated with one of the apprais- 
ers appointed under the provisions of this act, who together «hall appraise the 
goods in question; and if they shall disagree, the collector shall d: cide between 
them ; and the appraisement thus determined shall be final, and deemed and 
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taken to be the true value of said goods, and the duties shall be levied thereon 
accordingly, any act of Congress to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That this act shall take effect on and 

after the first day cf April next; and all acts and parts of acts inconsistent 

with the provisions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Approved, March 3, 1851. 

| ‘The first clause of the act excites great interest and great doubt, 
| and of that clause only the words we have priated in italics are of 
| extreme importance, ‘and only so far as whether they include or 
i! not freight amongst the charges. On this point we quote the 
following observations from the American journals :— 

Comparing the first section of this bill with the exi-ting law, it will be seen 
that it is an exact copy of the acts of 1842 and 1846, so fur as the particular 
point referred to is concerned; the only change being @ substitu'ion of * the 
period of exportation to the Uuited States,” fur the words“ the time when 
purchazed,” as indicating the poiot of time when the goods are to be valued in 

| the foreign market. By the instructions of the Treasury Department and the | 
|| decisions of the Courts on the laws of 1842 and 1846, the freight is excluded, 
| and cannot be added to the other costs and charges to help to make up the 
value of the art cles upon which duties are to be assessed; in other words, the 
| new law makes no change respecting the value of articles upon which duties 
| are to be assessed, 

There are many influences at work («ays the New York Journal of Com- 
merce) to indyce the Administration to construc this act as authorising the as- 
sessment of duties on freight. Those who urge this course cluim that no de- 

' ference should be paid to past decisions, and that the new law should be inter- 
preted by iteelf, according to the literal meaning of the words, as understood by 
themselves. They argue that the clause which saye, * And to such value or 

| price shall be added all costs and charges, except insurance, and including in 
| every case a charge fur commissions at the usual rates, as the true value at the 
port where the same may be entered, upon which duties shall be assessed,” 
warrante the inclusion of freight as part of the dutiable value. We do not see 
|| occasion fur any lengthy argument in regard to the literal meaning of tiis 
| cause. If it doce not include the freight, it stands well enough; if it does in- 
| clude this item, it is unconstitational, and therefore the Courts, upon any tria 
of the question, would declare it null and void.

A good deat of interest is manifested as to the interpretation which the

|| under advisement at the department, and it is not probable that the decision, 
|| whatever it may be, will be made public for some days, the act not coming into 
|| effeet till the let proximo. Of course the Secretary will i-sue a circular in 

time fur the information of all parties interested. The point in dispute is, 
| whether the act by stating that “ to euch valu or price shall be added all costa 
| and charges, except insurance,” means that the cost of freight shall be added. 
| It would seem that this language is explicit enough—the exception to insurance 
mukiog it still more plain that every other charge incident to the importation 
| of foreign goods should be added to the cost of the article. The only difficulty 
|| in the way is that the acts of 1842 and of 1846 contained precisely similar 

language, and that under these acts the interpretation was given that it did 

not inclute freight as one of the costs. It is scarcely probable, however, that 
| the present Secretary of the Treasury will allow hix judgment of what is the 
|| true meaning of the act to be governed by precedents, if he shuu!d consider 

them erroneous, He doubtless will look at the present act as an original 
measure, aud interpret it according to the rules of common sense, If ** all costs 
aod cherges except insurance,” and including in every case a charge for com- 
missions, are to be added to the original cost of the article, and entered as 

“the true value at the port where the same muy be entered,” by what rule cin 
|, the evident meaning of this language be avoided, and the very important item 

in the “ coat’ of the article, the freight, be omitted ? Does a merchant, in con- 

sidering the cost of an article of fureign merchandise, omit the freight? And if 
not, why should Government be asked to pass it over? Ifthe Secretary places 
this iuterpretation upon the law—and it is confidently believed he will—it will 
be of some advantage to the iron and coal interests of the country, caus ing on 
the former an increase of duty of about 14 do!s a ton. 
i| If we were disposed to disc uss the legal meaning which the law 
|| authorities of the States will affix to these words, the undertaking 
would be equally hazardous and superfluous. By the time our 
journal is in the hands of our readers, they will also probably be in 
possession of the circular which the Secretary of the ‘Treasury is ex- 
pected to issue settling the pointin dispute. The single doubt is whe- 
ther the freight is to be includ edin the value of the article by whice 
the rate of duty is to be levied, aud we should have supposed, thh 
meaning of the words seem to us so certain, the exception of the in- 
surance so clearly establishing the inclusion of all other charges, that 
the cost of freight was to be included, were it not that the same 
words have existed i in former acts, and have been construed differ- 
ently. The Legislature has indeed weakened, if not vitiated, the 
force of the ie. exception it makes, as implying every possible 
|, cost and charge not excepted, by mentioning the charge for com- 

mission at the usual rates to be included, thus giving rise to a 

| doubt, as it has not included freights, w hether it meant to include 
them. The great importance of the legal point at issue does not 

|| give us any additional power to decide it; but it is both remarka- 
|| ble and hopeful that the Courts have already decided that the 
| words quoted do not include freight. When their decisions 
'| were given, it is true a different party was in power, and the then 
|| Secretary of the Treasury was disposed to give a different in- 
terpret ation to the words from the present Secretary; but we 
cannot for one moment suppose that the temporary ascendancy 
|| of any set of men can have the smallest influence over the minds 
|! of the judges.

{| DEMERARA.—IMPORTATION OF COOLIES. 


Tur accounts from the West Indies have for a long time past 
been so lugubrious, every trifling evil has been so exaggerated 
into a great disaster in order to excite commisseration, that we 
have found especial pleasure in detecting and bringing forward 
any little facts that serve to dissipate a part, however small, of 
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the general gloom. Three weeks ago, accordingly, we quoted some | 
facts to show that the Governor of Demerara, notwithst anding a | 
little quarrel with the press, was very popular, and the Bank of | 
the colony was prospering. We then mentioned that one of the | 
two prosecutions for libel had not been decided, and we have | 
learned, by the arrival of the last West Irdian mail, that in | 
the second prosecution the journalist had aon acquitted. The | 
gist of the libel was an accusation against the 





Governor of being | 
actuated by improper motives in concluding some contracts, and 
the prosecutor declared that the object of prosecution was to vindi- 
cate the honour of the Governor. Influenced by this declara- | 
tion the jury found the journalist ‘not guilty,’ but at the | 
same time declared, that ‘they did not believe. the Governor |} 
‘‘ had any motivesin dealing with the tenders than those stated by 
“him in his evidence.” The result therefore is, that both the | 
| journalist and the Governor are exonerated. We ‘hope that both 1} 
will be satisfied, and that neither party having obtained a victory || 
over the other, no smothered feelings of anger are left to be blown | | 
hereafter into a flame of discord. 
The mail alao brought us the gratifying news from Demerara | 
that Governor Barkly ‘has added much to his popularity by pro- 
posing a remission of taxation. 


Though party spirit (.ays the Zyl Gazetle of February 27th) runs rather 
high at present in the community, but one feeling pervades the minds of intelli. | 
gent and moderate men of all parties with respect to the Governor's address — 
unmingled satisfaction at its contents. So flourishing bave been the finances of | 
the colony under his Excellency’s admivistration, that he has been placed ir the 
proud and pleasing position, this year, of recommending t» the Combined Court | 
@ bold and comprehensive mearure of reduction for those burdens that press | 
most heavily on the poorer classes of society, at the same time that they clog | 
and impede the wheels of commerce, and retard the progrees of the colony in 
its onward carerr of improvement. I[lis Excellency suggests to the Com ined | 
Court an immediate reduction in taxation to the extent of two hundred thou- 
sand do!lars, which his Excellency considers can be effected without danger. A | 
mvre popular proposal never was enunciated in our legislative hal!, and is the | 
more welcome at the present moment, because unsolicited, and because the pres- 
sure of the times forms the sal ject of general and ju-t complaint. 

We are sure ovr friends at home connected with the shipping interest will be | 
glad to learn, that foremost among tie fica! refurms thus propounded by his Excel- 
lency is one for their relief. Our heavy port duties have long furmed the sub- 
ject of deep complaint with all shipowners aud captains connected with Demerara, 
Hie Excellency now proposer to reduce these oppreseive charges by fifty thou. | 
sand dollars per annum; so thatif this liberal! and enlightened view be adopted | 
by the Combined Court, as it to be hoped it will be, there is every reason to sup- 
pose that the shippiug interest will henceforth find the charges at the port of 
Demerara to be as reasonable and moderate, as they have hitherio been quite 
the reverse, 

the other reduction, contemplated by the Governor, more immediately aff-cta | 
the cousumer; though it is, perhaps, impossible to benefit the consumer, with- | 
out, also, indirectly benefiting the ship-owner and the merchant. By these re- | 
ductions, about one hundred and fifty thousand dollars a-year will be saved to 
the tax-payers; the duties on flour, on pork, on salt fish, on huckstere, carts, and 
thop licensex, being thereby materially diminished, or wholly struck off.

Free men, they seize the first opportunity of applying their time and talents in 
their own way ; and somehow, by some unaccountable perverse pertinacity, that 
way has never been sugar making, or even coffee picking, or cotton ginning, or | 
some other important pursuit that leads to an export trade, encourages ship- | 
ping and commerce, and increases the revenue and resources of the country. | | 
What has the consequence been ? Though we have imported from almost all | 
quarters of the world, at an enormous cost, this large phalanx of immigrants, | 
the coluny now is far poorer than it was in 1836 or 1837, property of all kinds | | 
far more depreciated, and even our export trade of sugar and coffee, which we 
fondly hoped by these means to improve, fearfully fallen off. Estates afier | 
estates have been abandoned; families, at one time in affluent circumstances, }4 
have been reduced to the brink of beggary; European capitalists, by almost | 
universal consent, have severed their connection with the colony, either refusing |

THE TIMBER DUTIES. 
WE have received the following communication on the subject of 
the Timber Duties. There is much in it with which we cordially 
| agree, and in no part more than in that which proposes that the 
duty on foreign timber should be reduced to the same rates as 
are charged on colonial timber. We cannot, however, agree that 
| the proposed mode of accomplishing the reduction w ould be the 
| best. On the contrary, we have already learned by experience 
| the great inconvenience to which the trade of the country is ex- 
| posed by prospective reductions of duty upon articles such as 
| timber. There are some articles of daily consumption to which 
| the objection would not apply ; but with regard to timber, which 
| is largely used as a raw material in constructions requiring a long 
| time to complete them, the effect is extremely prejudicial. The 
that the stocks in dealers’ hands, which 
are usually large for the purpose of securing well-seasoned timber, 
would be kept down to the lowest quantity until after the pro- 
| spective reduction had taken place. Again, such an arrangement 
} would materially interfere with building and other purposes for 
| which much timber is used, and in these various w ays it would 
have the effect of very materially unsettling and interfering 
| with the trade in the intermediate period. 
We believe, therefore, that it would be much better for all 
| parties that as much of the duty should be reduced at once as 
| the state of the revenue will admit, and as the present state of 
| the supplies renders desirable, and that the entire equalisation 
| should take place in a future year, when the revenue will admit 
| of it, and when the supplies of foreign timber shall be so much in- 
| creased as to secure to the public ‘the beaefit of the reductio. : 
To the Editor of the Economist. 
| The proposal of the Chancellor of the Exchequer to reduce ty 0 1e-half 
the duty on foreign wood has given much satisfaction; but we think that it 
| would have been better, both fur the consumer in this country and for the co- 
| lonial producer, if this question were now for ever set at rest by an equalisation 
| of the duties on timber, at a low rate for statistical purposes only ; for it is evi- 
dent to all that a differential duty on foreign and colonial timber is not in ac- 
| cordance with the principles of tree trade, and that the timber duties, sooner or 
later, must be regulated on a fairer b «sis, 

The present propozal is certainly an advance in the right direction, and there 
is little doubt that, when carried into effect, the result of the change will prove 
| highly advantageous to this country ; but the final settlement of the question ia 
still in abeyance. There is no doubt that it would be much better for all parties 
if this settlement could be arrived at without further delay. The duties upon

The consequence has been that 
large contracts have been made by our merchants with the foreigners for this 
year’s supply; so that not only would the English trade obtain the benefit 
of any ri-e that might possibly ensue upon the reduction of duty, but the fo- 
reigners, having disposed of a large portion of their stocks to this country, would 
be unable to command the market ; and it is now too late in the season for them 
to make any arrangements for au increase of supply forthis year. An addi-

siderable reductions that have teken place since 1842, the present prices of 
foreign wood in Great Britain, exclusive of duty, are on an average lower than

The importation from the neighbouring ports of Norway and the Baltic to 
this country would naturally increase gradually, as a portion of the exten. 
sive shipments which have hitherto been made to France, Belgium, &c., would 
be devoted to this market. The consumer of wood in foreign parts would of 
course be induced at once to seek for supplies from Canada, and the re-ult 
would be} that this country and the foreign consumers would take the article 
that suited them best. Without any increase in the production, and assuming 
that the consumption Of wood in all parts of the world remains unaltered, the | 
result of the chunge in the duties will only be to induce the colonial producers 
to send their goods to all parts of the world, wherever the best market can be 
found; whereas the effect of the present system, of levying'a differential duty 
upon foreign wood, is, that while the British consumer is compelled to pay a 
higher price for what he takes, the foreign consumer receives his wood ata 
comparatively reduced price. 

It may be eaid that the duties as at present levied upon foreign wood are 
moderate and fair; but can it be fair to tax a raw article of actual necess ty, ag 
much required by the poor as by the rich, to the extent of from 50 to 100 per 
cent. upon its value at the place of shipment? Do we not thereby injure our 
own cousumer? In other parts of the world the duty upon wood is only a 
nominal charge; and, by taxing our own consumers to such an enormous ex- 
tent, we thereby benefit our very rivals in every article of trade and manufac- 
ture requiring wood. Our shipbuilders and shipowners have well-grounded 
cau-e of complaint against the tax; for, while we admit the foreign-built ves- |

this just? It was «cknowledged in the last session of Parliament that vale 
claim of our shipbnilders ought to be acceded to, and the only difficulty seemed 
to be how it was to be settled.

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Experience has appeared to prove that the equinoxes exert a changing, 
as well as establishing or fixing, power: thus, fine as the weather was in 
March, 1850, a disturbance took place about, and just after the 2lst; and 
the summer, though fine as a whole, proved injuriously changeable and 
stormy during the latter weeks of July. But in the present year the charac- 
ter of the vernal equinox admits of no doubt: it was thoroughly and con- 
sistently wet, and almost stormy, so as to bear out Kirwan’s theory, that 
‘if stormy and foul weather occur from about the 19th to the 22nd of March, 
the following summer will be rainy 5 times of 6.” We have little hesita- 
tion to offer it as a decided opinion that the next summer will be of that 
kind. 

The Berkshire report tells the same tale of wet weather, yet with 
little ill results on sound land. 

On the 12th mneh rain fell, accompanied with some snow; since then 
there has been more or less rain every day, and on the night of the 14th an 
immense qnantity fell—more than we have had at the same time for years 
past. The land, in consequence, is quite saturated with water, and thus is 
brought into a bad state for receiving the spring corn; and, as the time of 
year is coming on, it now becomes a matter of deep concern to the agricul- 
turist, and to the public in general. The wheat is still looking well upon 
sound lands ; but, on those that are wet and undrained, it evidently appears 
to feel the deteriorating effects of continued rains. A very small portion of 
barley was sown during the fine weather, and it is now coming up. Most of 
the beans and peas were also put in; and those who were dilatory, and had 
neglected the favourable opportunity, will now find it difficult to get in the 
see in time to afford any chance of acrop. A large breadth of oats was also 
sown. Rye, winter oats, and beans continue to present a fair appearance ; 
but tares ure not looking so well as could be wished. 








SPIRIT OF THE TRADE CIRCULARS. 
(From Mess rs Trueman and Rouse's Circular), 
London, April 1, 1851. 

Without any new feature, as regards the future supply or demand, the sugar 
market during the past month has manifested a retrograde tendency, and prices 
have been barely maintained from day to day; at the close they exhibit a decline, 
as compared with those of the lst ultimo, of 1s per cwt on the current qualities, 
both colonial and foreign. Some of the importers of Mauritius have shown an 
anxiety to realise the slight profit attaching to their recent importations, and 
have offered them, with somewhat precipitate haste, in the face of a sluggish 
demand ; a large proportion of the late sales having consisted of this descrip- 
tion, the general market has participated in the depression. 

The principal transactions on the spot comprise 3,000 bhds West India; 
52,000 bags Mauritius ; 30,000 bags Bengal; 15,000 bags Madras ; 1,500 baskets 
aud 7,000 bags Manilla and Java; 1,000 cases Bahia ; 5,500 bags Pernambuco; 
and 4,500 boxes Havana, A cargo of brown Bahia has been sold at 208 per 
ew!, landed, and one of yellow Havana at 22s 6d «afloat for Bristol. 

The market for home-refined sugar has been much depressed throughout the 
month, and prices have declined 6d to 1s per cwt,owing to the close com- 
petition which has to be maintained with the foreign refiners ; the present 


quotations are, fur brown lumps, 48s ; middling, 493 to 493 6d; goed to fine, | 


50s 6d to 533; and loaves, 50s to 548 perewt. There has been very little de- 
mand for sugar refined under bond, anda further reduction in price has been 
submitted to, viz. ls 6d on 10lb loaves and 6d on crushed, the former being 
quoted at 31s andthe latter at 283 to 293 per cwt. About 200 tons of low 
Durch c ushed have been sold during the past week, to be delivered here, at 24s 
to 248 6d per cwt. 

The prevalence of easterly winds during March, 1850, had the effect of keep- 
ing out supplies for some weeke, whilst this year, in the absence of such impedi- 
ment, the imports have come forward freely, having been since the lst ult 
23,100 tona; they now show a comparative excess of 6,800, being for the three 
months, 61,600 tons against 54,800 to the Ist of April, 1850. The deliveries 
of raw sugar for home u-e shows a falling off 1,800 tons as compared with those 
in the first quarter of 1850, while there has been an increase to the same extent 
of foreign refined, and thus the question of the admission of the latter is again 
fo ced upon the attention of both refiners and importers, as one of vital impor- 
A powertul effort is now being made to put a check on the working of 
the present injurious system ; it is understood that the West India body, in con- 
junction with the refiners, both here and at the outports, wil! immediately urge 
upon Government the necessity of allowing refining in bend for home comsump- 
tion, levying a duty onthe sugar in its manufactured state. It is difficult to see 
how sucha measure, under proper restrictions to secure the revenue, can be 
jected to, as it would, toa great extent, obviate the effect of the Datch and 
Belgian bounties, and open to our refiaers a more extensiveanarket for their 
goods, 

the stock has undergone no absolute decrease during the past month, and, in 
consequence of the very light imports, as noticed above, and the large deliveries 
for export in March, 1850, the comparative deficiency is less than on the Ist 
ulto; it is mow 92,300 tons against 110,200 last year.

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| From our Paris Correspondent. 
Paris, April 3, 1851. 
| Ithad been announced at the end of last week that M. Odil'on 

Barrot had succeeded in forming a definitive Cabinet, which was to be 

announced by the Moniteur of Monday last ; but the negotiations were 

suddently broken at the very moment of their coming to a result. 

M. Odillon Barrot had submitted his political programme to the Presi- 

dent, and it had been discussed during a whole fortnight; Louis 
| Napoleon seemed, however, to have yielded. 
| ‘the chief conditions were the following :-— 
M. Odillon Barrot agreed to introduce to the Assembly a bill de- 
mauding the revision of the Constitution, according to the regular 
| forms settled by the Constitution itself. But he declared that, in 
| in case the bill should be rejected by the Assembly, Louis Napoleon 
' ougl.t to submit to necessity, abandon his claims to a prolongation of 
_ his powers, and at the end of his own presidentship return into the 
ranks of a simple citizen, as General Cavaignac did in 1848. 

Louis Napoleon was not ready to abandon his ambitious views, but 
he yielded upon that condition, as he intended probably to have ano- 
ther Cabinet at the moment of the crisis. 

M. Barrot insisted upon introducing a bill for the repeal, of the 
radical amendment, of the Electoral Law of May 31. He would 
have proposed to demand one year's instead of three years’ residence 
for the electors, and to make mcre easy the measures to be taken in 
order to prove the residence. 

Negotiations had been entered into in order to decide M. Barrot to 
accept as his colleagues M. Baroche, M. Rouher, and M. Fould. He 
consented to give the department of Finance to M. Fould, but refused 

| the support of M. Barocheand M. Rouher, saying that these two late 
|| members had been compromised by their successive defeats in the 
|| Assembly, aud far from bringing strength to the new Government 
'| would be a cause of its future ruin. 
|| The Cabinet was then prepared with the elements of the tiers parti, 

/ and M. Fould was to be admitted. 
{| M. Baroche and M. Rouher then conspired to prevent M. Fould 
|| from forming the new Cabinet. They published a note in the Consti- 
,| tutionnel, declaring that M. Fould, as well as themselves, could not 
,| jom a Government who inscribed upon their programme the repeal or 

| reform of the Electoral Law, as they had been the promoters and 
|| supporters of the restricted suffrage. M. Fould was then obliged to 
'| renounce his desire to enter the Cabinet, and M. Odillon Barrot’s 
combination was again defeated. 
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| M. Baroche and M. Rouher are continuing every day to intrigue 
|| for their return at the head of the future Cabinet. They avail them- 
|| selves of the desire of the Legitimists aud Orleanists to preserve the 
law of May 31, and they persuade them that they must unite in their 
favour and form a new majority. 
It was reported yesterday that a new combination was about to be 
formed with M. Leon Faucher, M. Rouher, and M. Baroche. M. 
|, Leon Faucher proposes :— 

“ To maintain the restricted suffrage and the law of May 31. 

_ To demand of the Natioual Assembly a revision of the Constitu- 
| tion by a constituent assembly which would be elected in the follow- 
}| ing manner :—One fifth of the present Assembly would be submitted 
{| to re election, and after the returns another fifth would go before the 
| elecio:s, and 60 forth until the whole members are returned.” 

‘The question of the prolongation of the powers of Louis Napoleon 
| would be waived until the constituent assembly is formed and has 
| begun to examine the revision of the Constitution. 

These questions of revision and prolongation excite many alarms in 

_| the public, as the Elysean papers, such as the Constitutionnel and 

{| the Pays, declare openly that the Constitution must be revised by the 

| present Assembly, and Louis Napoleon's powers prolonged in spite of 

the formal text of the Constitution. ‘The Republicans have answered 
that they would not submit to such a manifest violation of the Con- 
stitution, and M. E. de Girardin has even declared in his journal La 
Presse, that in case of such a violation he would protest though he 
should be put to death at the tribune or in his seat as representative.

THE AMERICAN EXCHANGES. I 
To the Editor of the Economist. | 

Sir,— Will you permit me to call your attention to the state of the exchanges |

between the United States and this country. 


As silver has almost disappeared from the United States, and is only pro- , 


curable at a jconsiderable premium, the par of exchange must be estimated on 
the relative value of American and English gold; and on this basis it is, since 
the 31st of July, 1834,109 60 cash ; or, deducting the interest on 60-day bills, 
the usual medium of exchange, 109. On the average of years it has ruled below 
this; and when, as in 1836-7, it rose 8o much above as to cause specie to flow to | 
England, it was considered, and justly, an unmistakeable symptom of an over- 
importation of European merchandise, In 1847 the enormous importation of 
food into this country completely disorganised the exchanges, the best bills 
selling at 1033; and England was obliged to send about 5,000,0001 of epecie to 
restore the equilibrium. After many and violent: oscillations, specie being fre- 
quently interchanged, the exchanges had regained, in 1849-50, their usual posi- 
tion, averaging somewhat below par; but since June of last year, the rates © 
have been steadily maintained, with some trifling exceptions, at and above 110 
for first-class bills, rates sufficient to induce shipments of specie from America; 
and indeed every steamer, for some months past, has brought more or less of the 
precious metals. 


~~ This export of specie has excitedattention and alarm, as in all former cases it 


While the United States was, like England, a country destitute of the precious 


metals, except as currency, the rise of exchange to what is termed “the specie 
point,” and the consequent export of specie, implied over-importation, and was a 
salutary warning that the country was living beyond its means. But as gold 
is pow as much a product of the American soil as cotton or tobacco, its export | 
would merely indicate that the people of the United States were not inclined 
to appropriate for a circulating medium the whole of their new acquisition, but

were buying with a portion of it an excess of forcign goods beyond the | 
amount purchasable with the other exportable products of the country. Thus. | 
if the exports of cotton, tobacco, lumber, provisions, &¢, amount to (aay) 150 | 
millions of doliars, they can import without imprudence that amount of foreign 
products. They now receive from their mines (say) 25 millions of dollars of gold | 
in addition, and import (say) 160 millions. It is clear, that although 10 millions of | 
gold must be sent to Europe to balance their increased imports, the country is #0 
far from over-trading, that it has at the end ofthe year accumulated in the 
shape of gold coin 15 millions of the year’s earnings, and is in the condition of au 
individual who has laid by nearly a twelfth part of his disposable income. 

It appears, then, that.the Californian gold bids fair permanently to raise the 
course of exchange in the United States to “the specie point,” while it will 
change the significance of an export of specie; which, as it will come to figure 
regularly among the exchangeable products of the Union, will no longer indi- 
cate excessive importations, and consequently should now create no appre- 
hension.—I am, Sir, your obedient servant, AN AMERICAN MERCIIANT.

OF LORDS. 
Monday, March 31. 


Lord Lyndhurst called the attention of the house to the bill for the reform 
of the Court of Cuancery about to be introduced in the House of Commons, and 
to that respecting the appellate jurisdiction of the House of Lords, which would 
shortly be brought befure their lordships. He could not help thinking that 
the-e two bills were part and parcel of the same measure, and he conceived that 
he had ju-t ciuse to complain that such a measure should have been first dis- 
cussed in the House of Commons. There had never been a precedent for such 
a proceeding, and it was the more uncalled for at the present time as the House ot 
Lords had never been so well furnished with eminent men capable of deliberating 
on 80 grave a subject. The noble lord then detailed his objections to the pro- 
posed bills, and concluded by asking why the usual practice with respect to 
bills relating to the Court of Chancery had been departed from on the present 
occasion. 

The Lord Chancellor, though not so we!l acquainted with the rules of the 
house as Lord Lyudhurst, could not help thinking that his noble friend had 
entirely forgotten those rules. The bills which he had been commenting upon 
were no bills at all, for they had not yet been introduced into either house. 
The question of Chancery refurm was one of immenee difliculty, and discussions 
on it had often taken place in their lordships’ house. Uuder euch circum- 
stances, he did not think it extraordinary that Lord John Russell should have 
brought forward a similar discussion in the House of Commons. He would only 
add in conclusion, that he thought the courre taken by his noble friend, in 
plunging into this irregular discussion, was little calculated to increase the 
respect felt for their lordships’ house. 
| Lord Brougham said that the Lord Chancellor had called Lord Lyndhurst’s 

question irregular and extraordinary, but he thought his noble friend’s answer 
still more extraordinary, inasmuch as it was no answer at all, for certainly there 
must have been a reason for introducing the bill into the House of Commons in 
the first instance, and yet they were not tuld what that reason was. 
| After sone further discussion, in which Lord Grey and Lord Redesdale 
joined, the matter dropped. 

Their lordships then adjourned. 

Tuesday, April 1. 

Lord Torrington moved, “that a message be sent to the House of Commons 
for a copy of the report and evidence of the Select Committee on Ceylon.” In 
making this motion the noble lord observed that he felt compelled to call their 
lordships’ attention to the subject in consequence of the withdrawal of Mr H. 
Baillie’s notice of motion in the louse of Commona, which left bim no other 
means of meeting, without delay, the calumnies he had been exposed to. He 
asserted that his conduct in Ceylon had been in accordance with the views of 
the members of the civil Government, and, when measures of restriction became 
necessary, With those of the military authorities on the spot. When he first 
assumed the administration of Ceylon his attention was directed to the means 
| of making the revenue equal to the expenditure, and the measures he adopted, 
| both by improving the first and reducing the second, had been attended with 
| success, and proved that he had the interest of the colony at heart. The pro- 
clamation of martial law when disturbances occurred had been made a matter 
| of charge aguinst him, but whep the treacherous habits of an Eastern popu!a- 

tion, as contrasted with those of an European, were duly considered, he felt 

persuaded that the necessity of taking strong and decisive measures to secure 

the tranquillity of the country would be admitted. He denied that the courts- 
' martial were improperly conducted, and he asked, looking to the character of 

the officers employed, whether it was likely they would lend themselves to acts 

of cruelty and injustice. The ordivary civil power could not have preserved 
| the peace of the country, and the legislative council in 1848 and 1849 approved 
his conduct; and he read address: s from European colonists and merchants of 
Ceylon expressing regret at his resignation. 

Ear! Grey thought his noble friend had done right in calling the attention of 
the house to this subject, as he had been fortwo years and a half the mark of 
| all kinds of calumny, and garbled portions of the evidence taken before the 
committee of the House of Commons had been published in Ceylon to his pre- 
judice. ‘To say that no abuses took place during the existence of courts-martial 
was more than any man, even the noble Duke (Wellington) could assert, but 
he would maintain that his noble friend's administration of Ceylon had been 
only such as redounded to his credit.

The house was then occupied for a considerable time in the consideration of 
petitions re-pecting the St Alban’s and the Aylesbury elections.

Mr Hume said, he had understood that the budget was fixed for Monday, and 
wished to move a resolution expressing the opinion of the house that ministers 
ought, agreeably to their promise, to bring forward the budget before proceeding 
further with supply. 

The Speaker intimated that this motion could not be made in point of form. 

Lord J. Russell denied that there was any understanding on the sul ject of the 
budget. 

Mr W. Williams, Mr Osborne, and other members, endeavoured vainly to | 
extract from the Chancellor of the Exchequer the faintest indication of his 
new financial arrangements. 

Colonel Dunne moved a resolution to the effect that it is not advisable to 
abolish the Royal Military Asylum at Kilmainham, since it would be urjust to 
old Irish soldicrs, and would contravene a grant of Charlea II., whil+t the saving 
would be inconsiderable, and the transfer of the Irish establisument to England 
seemed part of a system of centralisation ruinous to Ireland. 

Mr F. Maule said, the vote ‘or Kilmainham hospital was retained in the pre- 
sent estimates; but as the eystem of in-pensions was not popular with the 
soldiers of the British army, it seemed strange that Parliament should becalled | | 
upon to grant a vote annually for that object. H+ denied that this establish- }) 
ment had been paid for by the soldiers themsclves, There was ample room in 
Chelsea hospital for all in-pensioners; and as that of Kilmainham was kept up | 
more for show than use, he thought the public would be justified in calling for 
its abolition; but all he had done was to direct that in future there should be 
no adm’szion into the Kilmainham establisment without his knowledge and 
concurrence. 

The motion was supported by Mr Grattan, Mr Grogan, General Evans, Colo- 
nel Rawdon, Lord Naas, Mr Reynolds, and Sir H. Veraey, and opposed by Mr | 
Hume and Mr W. Williams. 

Lord J. Russell reminded the house that by agreeing to the motion it would 
prejudge a question which was before a select committee. 

Mr Disraeli observed that Mr Maule had acted upon the assumption that the 
question bad been decided. 

After a few observations from Mr W. Miles the motion w4s Degatived upon a 
division by 137 against 105. 

Upon the question that the Speaker leave the chair, 

Mr Hume again moved that no further supplies be granted until the ministers 
brought forward their financiul statement; but form still interposed, and the 
motion was not put. 

Colonel Sibthorp called attention to the Treasury minute granting an addi- 
tional 500/ a year to the salary of the Chairman of the Board of Inland Revenue. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer explained the arrangements of which this 
grant formed a part. The effect of the consolidation of the Loards had been a 
saving to the public of 250,000/, which had*been mainly owing to Mr John 
Wood, the chairman of the Conzolidated Department. 

Mr Wakley complained of the delay of the budget, and cailed fur a pledge 
that it should be produc: d on Monday. 

After some further conversation the house went into committee of supply 
upon the army estimates. 

Mr F. Maule prefaced his introductory statement by a high eulogy upon the 
British army, and by observing that it waa the object of the Government to 
keep down the number of men to the smallest possible amount consistent with 
the exigency and safety ofthe country. The number of men proposed for the 
present year was 98.714, being less by 414 than the number of last year, in 
which there had been a reduction to some extent. ‘This reduction of 414 in- 
cluded 101 commissioned officers. The sum he had asked last year for the 
charge of maintaining the land forces was 3,562,430/; this year the vote pro- 
posed was 4,521,069/, being a decrease of cliarge of 41,361/, which was spread 
over a vast varity of small items. Mr Maule explained some of these items, 
and then ecumerated and commented upon the sums required for the other 
branches of the effective services—namely, staff officers, 159,932/; public de- 
partments, 92,747/; Royal Military College, 16,901/; Royal Military Asylum 
and {Hibernian Military School, 18,016/; aud volunteer corpa, 65,000; in the 
Whole 3,873. 6661; being a decrease of 62,916/. The amount of charge for the 
non-effectives services was 2,052,279/, making the aggregate amount of charge 
fur effective and non effective services 5,925,945/, showing a@ total decrease, as 
compared with last year’s amount, of 93,4521. Mr Maule added that the 
charge for the army and militia was smaller in 1851 than in the model year 
1835, and that there had been a diminution in the charge for the eflective and 
non-effective services since 1847-45 of more than 430,000/. In conclusion, he 
gave a very favourable report of the discipline of the army during the past year, 
and stated that the mortality had undergone a very great diminution, He then 
moved the first vote of 95,714 men for the year ending March, 1852. 

Mr Hume, who ob-erved that we had now 203,000 men in arms, serving in 
the army, navy, and volunteers, moved to reduce the vote by 5,000 men. 

This amendment was supported br Me W. Williams and Sir W. Molesworth, 
but upon a division it was lost by 156 against 47. 

Another division then took place upon the question that the Chairman report 
progress, which was negatived by 163 to 29, 

Some further discussion took place, when the Chairman reported progress 
and had leave to sit again.

Leave was also given,'on the motion of Mr Labouchere, to 
bring in an act to amend the regulations now in furce respecting the coal- 
whippers of the portof London, and provide certain establishments fur their 
bencfit. 

Cul. Sibthorp moved for a return of the expences attending the enrolment of 
patents in England, Ireland, and Scotland respectively. 

Mr Cornewall Lewis objected to the motion as supererogatory ;"and pointed out 
to the gallant colonel where be might fiad all the details he required, contained 
in a paper long since presented to Par!iament.

In every respect this book does credit to the East India Company's 

government of India. It is got up in a very handsome style, and is 

printed at the expense of the Company for private circulation. It is 

the record of a very praiseworthy proceeding—the subjugation of a 

wild and robber tribe, perpetually at war with its neighbours, com- 

posed of outcasts; the civilisation of that tribe, and its conversion 
into a body of industrious peasantry, now as well behaved and as 
prosperous as any in India. It describes the villages and towns that 
have been built, and the works that have been constructed to facili- 
tate the cultivation of the ground, and prevent those desolating effects 
of drought which are even yet too often experienced in famine and 
pestilence in the more fertile parts of India. The handsome book 


| gives a description of exertions which have conferred vast benefits 
| on a body of the natives, and are of that species which make the rule 
| of England the blessing of India. 


The district of Mairwara liesin a part of the Arabala chain of hills 
running from Goozerat to within afew miles of Delhi. Its length 
is about 100 miles; its breadth varies from thirty miles in the north, 
toa very few miles inthe south. The country is a mass of hills, 
with torrents after rain, but vo rivers, and yielding only a precarious 
subsistence. It wasinhabited by those who had rendered themselves 
amenable to the laws, or ejected from any castes on account of reli- 
gious misdemeanours. All these, called Mairs, were brethren in the 
hills, and rearing up their families in hatred to those from whose 
ranks they had been ejected, they were formidable by their depreda- 
tions to all the neighbouring states. They are compared to the 
Highland Caterans, and the property they levied from their neigh- 
bours is compared to the black mail exacted from the Lowland Scotch 
by their Yighland countrymen, Between November 1820 and 
January 1821, this whole district was brought under subjection by a 
British force, in consequence of an insurrection in the hills, and has 
ever since remained so. Amongst the people a belief in witchcraft 
prevailed, women were sold, infanticide was practised, and slavery was 
a part of their domestic institutions. To Captain, now Colonel Hall, is 
due much of the meritof having got rid of most of these customs; and— 
by a judicious mixture of firmness and kindness, by example and pre- 
cept—of having converted these banditti, in the course ofa quarter 
of a century, to a very peaceful, respectable peasantry. Colonel 
Dixon has completed the work Colonel Hall began, He lives amongst 
the people, he has no European establishment, but he possesses the 
confidence of the natives. Whether the civilisation implanted 
amongst them be precisely suited to their nature and will be lasting, 
we will not decide; but it has made them civilised for us, made them 
subservient to our views, and maintained them so far in peace and 
security. The whole is a remarkable chapter in civilisation, well 
worthy of being studied. There are several episodes in the work, 
but all tend to the same denouement as the main story. The village 
of Sheonathpoora appears to have been entirely formed by a band 
of robbers, who have been converted into a revenue-paying 
peasantry, having begun the cultivation of their new lands with 
one leg in chains, and having been conducted daily from the gaol 
where they were confined to the spot where they were afterwards 
to live. A new town, Nya Nuggar, was planned and built, manu-

The Money Market remains without alteration. Money is 
Placed on call at 2$ to 23, and the best bills are discounted at 3 per 
_cent., with comparatively little business doing. 

The Exchanges are also unaltered. If they are a shade better, 
the improvement is so slight as to be scarcely perceptible. The 


| business doing is very small. 

The demand for silver for India continues, and nearly all that 
comes into the market is bought to send to that country, a circum- 
stance rather the more surprising, as our exports thither of Man- 
chester goods are increasing. ‘* The exports of textile fabrics, for 
the first quarter of the present year (says Messrs Du Fay, in 
their circular), compared with 1850, show an increase in the total

Everywhere there are great demands for food increasing, and 
notwithstanding the alarm of some gentlemen, we see no chance 
whatever of the great multitude getting too much. 

The Colonial Produce Markets are dull, and have been dull 
| through the week. Sugar is 6d lower. For coffee there is little 
or nosale. Tea maintains its price, but the market is dull. The 

general complaint of dulness continues, and nobody seems well 
able to account for it. A part of it is due to the uncertainty that 
has for some time hung over the proceedings of Government. Its 
condition and the equally unsatisfactory condition of the French Go- 
vernment,—leaving people in a state of uncertainty, without con- 
fidence for the fature,—have a pernicious influence on trade. Then 
the influence of the Exhibition is for the time injurious. All the 
people who expect to come to London next month, postpone the 
purchase of things not immediately requisite, with a view of seeing 
the taste in London at that time, and making their purchases then. 
The immense sums which will probably tien be laid out are hoarded 
now. Manufacturers will not put new designs in hand till they 
see what the Exhibition contains. One gentleman wants a new 
carriage, but he will wait until he has seen the tasty carriages 
that are to be exhibited. Another wants his house repapered, or 
his drawing-room newly furnished, but he too waits to see the 
elegant patterns that will be exhibited at the Crystal Palace. So 
| the expectation of the possible improvements or elegancies it may 
| display paralyzes trade at present, and partially suspends or di- 
minishes the employment for all the multitudes of tradesmen and 
| workmen who depend on carriage making, paper hanging, new 
| designs, &c. &e. Consumption is to some extent diminished, 
| there is a falling off in the demand at present, and a fear ofa still 
further falling off, and trade is generally extremely dull. 

Mr Henry Eaton in his circular says—*t So extremely limited 
have been the operations in the Silk Market during March, that I 
have merely to hand vou the usual monthly statement of deli- 
veries ;” and Messrs Grant and Hodgson, in their cireular, say 
concerning tobacco—'* The same apathy and dulness, approach- 

| ing almost to a cessation of business in some descriptions, wuich 
| characterised the month of February, have continued during last 
; month. American tobacco of all sorts has been much neglected, 
sales not having exceeded 400 hhds.” The greater the dulness 
| at present, however, the more brisk will be business in the next 
two months, and those who are for the moment discontented will 
then be clate and joyous.

Some very elaborate statistical tables, published in the circular 
of John Reay, Sons, and Co., of 64 Mark lane, referring to the 
quantities of wines delivered for home consumption from 1758 to 


|, 1850, show in the total of last year an increase of “452,795 gallons

over the one preceding.” At the same time they draw attention to 
| the important fact that the actual consumption of 1850, ‘* as com- 
| pared with 1788, gives an increase of only 34,013 gallons, although 
| the population is more than doubled.” ‘This is a curious illustra- 
tion of the changes in the manners of the people. Though the 
whole population have only doubled ince that period, it is per- 
fectiy well ascertained that the opulent middle classes, who can 
afford to drink wine, and who, as the rule, actually drink wine, 
have increased much faster than the whole population. The slow 
increase of the consumption of wine, therefore, mentioned by these 
gentlemen, is still more remarkable than they represent it. Nor 
is there any good reason to suppose that the process of adultera- 
tion or wine brewing, which has prevailed in the metropolis at least 
since the days of Addison, has increased. On the contrary, small 
common inferior wines can now be imported from abroad so cheaply, 
that the temptation to manufacture wine at home, notwithstand- 
ing the heavy duty, is considerably diminished. The great fact 
is, that where every wine-drinker formerly drank a bottle, he now 
drinks only a glass, or at most two, diminishing the consumption 
of each individual wine-drinker to one-fifth. Every one knows 
that drunkenness, formerly so frequent amongst gentlemen, is now 
alinost.as rare as stealing snuff boxes; andthe small increase of wine 
consumed since 1788, combined with the great increase of the num- 
ber of Wine-drinkers, is a confirmation of the improved habits of 
temperance which prevails in the upper classes. Some of Messrs 
Reay’s statistics are very curious. ‘Thus, in 1788 the population was

The deliveries from London during the month of March were :— 
for home consumption 551 chests, for export 1,163 chests, total 
1,714 chests, against 3,257 chests in March 1850, 3,445 in 1849, and 
2,423 chests in 1848. The aggregate stock on the Ist instant amounted 
to 25,905 chests, about 7,00 chests of which were in first, aud about 
18,900 chests in second hands; the 25,905 chests consist of 20,798 
chests Bengal and similar kinds, and 5,107 chests Madras, Kurpah || 
and Manilla, against 19,380 chests Bengal, &c., and 3,797 chests 
Madras, &c., last year. 

The imports in London during the first three months of this year, 
amount to 3,315 chests against 1,748 chests during the corresponding 
period last year, 1,709 chests in 1849, and 3,338 chests in 1848. Of 
Spanish indigo there were imported here during the first three 
months of this year 1,763 serons, against 651 serons during the cor- 
responding period of 1850, and 318 serons in 1819; deliveries 1,032 
seroas, against 360 serons in 1850, and 491 serons in 1849. Stock on 
the Ist instant—1,730 serons, mostly Guatemala, agaiust 688 serons 
on the Ist April 1850, and 792 serons in 1849.

The imports of cotton in this country, during t he past month, have 
been unusually large, viz. 255,000 bales, against 84,000 bales in 
March last y-ar; the whole of the arrivals during January and 
February this year were but 197,000 bales. There is an increase in 
the imports from the United States, as well as the East Indies, For 
export there were taken in March 15.000 bales, which is but a trifle 
less than in March 1850. The deliveries for home consumption show 
a considerable increase against both preceding years, having been in 
the month jus: ended 135,000 bales, against 70,000 bales iu March 
1850, and 88,000 bales in 1849. 

The value of cotton has advanced 44 to 4d per Ib since the begin- 
ning of last month; it is now 50 per cent. dearer than at the corre- 
sponding period of 1849, and about 10 per cent. higher than at this 
time last year. 

The stock in London, on the Ist inst., consisted of 556 bales 
North American, 508 bales West India, &c., 543 bales Bengal, 12,590 
bales Madras, 40,849 bales Surat ; fotal, 55,046 bales, against 41.970 
bales on the Ist April, 1850. ‘he import here in March umounted to 
| 14,736 bales, of which about 7,800 bales were Madras and about 5.600 
bales Surat, The export hence in March was 6,800 bales, all Exst 
India cotton. The arrivals of these descriptions in the chief ports of 
this country, during the first three months of the present year, were 
| 76,000 bales, against 31,000 bales last year. Lhe stock thereof at 
| the end of last month amounted to 161,000 bales, against 92,000 
bales at the end of March, 1850.

From Cilcutta the accounts are of that chequered character that some par- 
ties in the trade call them better, while others have reason to consider them 
worse, 80 that we may consider, on the whole, the state of business in Cal- 
cutta is but little changed from previous accounts. 

In the transactions of the week, there is no feature that calls for more 
particular notice. 


Braprorp, April 3.—There is a greater degree of anxiety to sell wool prio® 
to shear day; but so depressed are the spirits of the spinners, owing to their 
ruinous avocation, that they are indisposed to buy, and the gales «ffected are 
very trifling. Noils and brokes are without change. The comp lainings of 
the spinners are best exemplified by the fact of their continuing to curtail 
the | roduetion of yarns, by their further stoppage of spiuning frames.
